Household Recipes. 


App.es AND Tapioca Baken.—Take one 
dozen of apples, peel and cure them, set 
them in a deep dish all around, then fill 
up the vacant pos with somo quarters ; 
put a piece of butter into each apple where 
the core came out ; pour over the apples 
a full cup of sugar hes] up, some nut- 
meg grated over it ; take a cup of tapioca, 
pare to soak in a quart of warm water, 
et it soak until 1t is perfectly soft, like a 
jelly; pour the whole over it. Have 
water enough to fill up the dish. Set it 
in the oven to bake, Nests for two hours. 
Eat warm, with butter and sugar sauce. 
Orp Brarws Out o» Warre CLorm.— 
Make a strong solution of borax water— 
one tablespoonful powdered borax to a 
pint of boiling water ; place the cloth on a 
clean board or table and rub the vil atains 
well, using & clean brush dipped into the 
solution ; if the spots are of long standing, 
a very little soap may be used with the 
borax water; rinse well with clean hot 
water, using the brush for that purpose ; 
then rub, dry with a clean soft cloth, 
Corp Brer.—A nice breakfast dish may 
be made from cold roasted or boiled beef 
in the crai way :—Puta tablespoonful 
of butter in a frying pan, thicked with a 
dessertspoonful of four, und pour in grad. 
ually a pint of hot stock, Throw in a 
minced onion and a very little finely 
cut parsley. Simmer a few minutes, and 
then lay in the meat, cut in very thin slices, 
Just heat but do not let it boil, a» that 
would harden the beef. Add a few drops 
of lemon juice, and serve with fried sippota 
or potato balls.

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FISCAL REFORM

Mr Fysh on his accession to office in 
1873. t is seldom that Ministers have 
been so highly favored for enabling them 
to redeem their engagementa and confer 
great benefits on the eter without 
much risk either to i& or to their tenure 
of office, aa the present Administration 
have been ; and as they are fortunata let 
us hope that they will use their opportu- 
nities withdincretion, Now is the time 
acknowled defects in 
our tiscal policy instead of always post- 
poning the task till scourged by over- 
whelming necessities into tampering with 
finance, and then for one object only—to 
obtain, no matter at what ulterior cost, 
some immediate tation to the 
revenue, And as the circumstances 
around are favorable, so is the leisure to 

rofit by them ample. Nothing like so 
iberala chance has fallen to the lot of 
any Administration since the advent of 
responsible government, From that date 
until the discovery of our mineral re- 
sources every Government has had to 
at against retrograde conditions, 
and it was in vain to seek more 
means wherewith to cover the 
growing wants of the country while 
the latter yielded less from which 
to extract a publio revenue, But all is 
changed by causes for which rival politi- 
cians and parties are just as much, or just 
as little, entitled to any credit, and thero- 
fore they may suspend their jealousies to 
turn eso advantages to the 
best account. This ia a task, on, in 
which the country should look not for a 
rivalry jn big promises and costlyschemes, 
but for akili, foresight, and digested 
measures, Thera ia room for capacity, 
and there is great ocoasion for it, not 
only in the legislation of finance, but also 
in the social legislation of the country ; 
and it will at once be apparent when 
Parliament assembles whether Ministers 
are worthy of their position and these 
favorable opportunities or not by the 
character the measures they have 
ready. They are not overwhelmed by 
financial problems, or paralysed by dis- 
trast aa to their tenure of office, and so 
excused from grappling with legis- 
lation; and it will be playing with 
the colony if nothing better appear as the 
result of the long recess than some trans- 
scripts of English acts, and one or two 
sensational projects hit upon just before 
the meeting of Parliament to be droppad 
with a professional chuckle at the 
“ slaughter of the innocents" as soon as 
the estimates have been got through, 
Not that the financial results of 1877 leave 
the revenue without any need of ad- 
dition to it, for the Main Line Railway 
cannot continue on its present unsatis- 
factory footing ; but circumstances upon 
the whole are unprecedentedly auspicious 
for dealing with that, and with financial 
reform also, in æ statesinanlike, not a 
temporising, way.

There is an established shuffle imitated 
by one Administration after anothor in 
dealing with any remonstrance against 
defects in law or in respect to any abuse 
to which their attention is called during 
session, It takes the shape of an ample 
admission of the evil needing redress, but 
that the time is inopportune: Ministers 
will give their utmost attention to the

LAYING THE DUST 


Tus condition of Launceston during 
windy weather is such as to render it 
almost impossible for persons topaas along 
some of our principal streets without 
being 20 blinded and choked by duat as to 
cause them to give expression to much 
deep feeling against the Town Council, 
the Water Committee, or whatever body 
is supposed to be charged with the im- 
portant duty of laying the dust. This 
state of things ought not to be. We have 
à plentiful supply of water, so much so 
that it is allowed to ran in our principal 
streots continually, aud surely with a 
little management some of this water 
might be expended to greater advantage 
in dusi-lsyi , As matters aro at pre- 
sent arranged it is almost impossible to 
have the evil complained of remedied. 
Two or even three parties watering the 
town during the day are not. sufficient to 
overtake the work, but wbat little ia done 
would be done to greater advantage if a 
little more philosophy were observed in 
the operation, It is no uncommon thing 
to notice the men working against the 
wind and dust, instead of with them; con- 
sequently while they are flooding the 
street in one spot, the dust from to wind- 
ward of their operations is being blowa 
over the very place, If they were to begin 
to windwi much more good would be 
done. The clouds of dust which are 
raised in Charles and &reets when 
the wind is blowing from the north could, 
we feel assured, considerably dimi- 
nishod if in accordance with this rule tho

Smith’s 
farm at Westwood, and that hia hay crop 
waa in grest danger. From various quar- 
ters similar accounts have come to hand, 
and it seems as if we may well dread a 
repetition of those great fires which 
occurred here some twenty years ago, 
when the devouring element swept over 
tens of thousands of acres, when hun- 
dreds of miles of fencing were burnt and 
many valuable homesteads were laid in 
es. The Coast telegraph has been re- 
tedly interrupted along its whole 
length during the last ten days or a fort- 
n ah, the fires having brought down trees 
upon the line at such a rate that despite 
the exertions of three or te oper 
jes, it was im ble to keep the wire 
E ie any Th of time, Qu Xatur- 
day last tho mail from Launceston could 
not get further than the Penguin 
owing io the Under these 
circumstances we think it would not 
be out of place if, having regard to the 
imminence of the danger, the police 
throughout the colony were to exhibit 
extra vigilance, and if notices were posted 
in conspicuous places calling attention to 
the penalties which may be incurred b 
rding the provisions of the Bi 
Fires Act. Something might also be done 
to check the spread of fires by burning 
the bush in different directions when 
there are sufficient hands available to 
keep tha flames under proper control.

TOWN IMPROVEMENTS 


Tur burgesses of Launceston are to be 
congratulated that at last there is s pro 
bability of something being done towards 
improving the streets. The report brought 
up by the Ways and Means Committee 
on Monday afternoon was the most satis- 
factory dooument of the kind that has 
been presented for many years Our 
readers will endorse the statement that, 
notwithstanding the large expenditure 
incurred in laying down a second main 
and so increasing the supply of water, 
“it is gratifying to say that tho water- 
works account will bear the additional 
charge made upon it for interest on new 
loan without levying an extra rate." 
The steady improvement of the town is 
unmistskeably shown in the increased 
value of the assessment roll, the addition 
for the current year exceeding £4000. 
The Committee favor us with their opinion 
thatif this Hove be continuous, 
"in all probability the rates will be re- 
duced,” No doubt this will be ngreeablo 
intelligence to the burgesses; yet they 
are not unreasonable. A large amount of 
work is necessary to render the town com- 
fortable for the residents, to say e 
of making it attractive to visitors, an 
this cannot be done without money. We 
venture to think, however, that we under- 
stand our fellow-townsmen sufficiently to 
warrant us in saying that they would 
not grudge paying, as indeed they 
have long done, a rather heavy rato 
to secure improvementa, but they 
decidedly object to seo their money 
wasted. There will be £2000 of revenue 
available for the Town Surveyor's depart- 
ment this year, and the Committee recom- 
mend that the Council should avail itself 
of the recently power to 
borrow, limiting the amount at present to

We would aug- 
t that wherever one of these wretched 
uildings exists within certain defined 
districts, the frontage should be assessed 
at the same rate foot as the moan of 
the whole of the Ei in that division 
of the street. Were this done it would 
not pay to retain the old shanties, and 
their demolition would be the first step 
towards replacing them with something 
more in harmony with present require- 
ments. It would be better that the 
ground should be vacant for a time than 
that its lumber should be permitted to 
disfigure the whole locality. We throw 
out the suggestion in earnestness, 
assured that if acted upon the result would 
be satisfactory.

NUISANCES 

Comrtaints are frequently heard in 
reference to various nuisances which 
occur in our streets—nuisances of such a 
nature that were it not for the salubrity 
of our climate might be expected to breed 
à pestilence, It should be the aim of the 
Municipal Council to make onr town as 
attractive as possible, in order that in 
addition to health considerati the 
numerous visitors who flock here during 
the summer months may be able to give 
a good account of us. Instead of this, 
however, there appears to bo a 
large amount of indifference on san- 
atory matters, Let anyone take a 
walk along Balfour, 
lington, Bathurst, 
Elizabeth - streets, 
seo enough in the side channels before his 
ramble is over to satisfy himself of the 
truth of what we say. In the latter street 
especially, between Bathurst and Mar- 
garet streets, is a deep ditch full of black 

th, the drainage from various premises 
in the locality, which has boen a standing 
disgrace to the authorities for some time 
past. We can only suppose that the 
members of the Town Council are ignorant 
of the existence of this nuisance, other- 
wine ing would surely have been 
done towards having it cleansed ; but we 
recommend them to visit the locality. It 
is generally understood that we have an 
Inspector of Nuisances, but if there be 
such an officer he is probably content with 
satisfying himself that nuisances exist 
without troubling about their removal, 
The thistle nuisance never attracts the 
least attention, though there aro 
numerous sheltered nooks in which they 
flourish with rank luxuriance. Notably 
there is ons small allotment within 
twenty or thirty yards of the stone- 
breaker, therefore continually under 
official eyes, where these precious plants 
are as thick as they can stand, The 
smoke nuisance is another which, though 
it sorely annoys many uncomplaining 
burgesses, never provokes the slightest 
remonstrance from the officers charged 
with its suppression. In numerous cases 
dense amoke from steam engines, black- 
amiths’ f. , &e., not provided with 
chimneys the reqnired height, rclls 
into neighbors’ windows, destroying the 
drapery, aud partially suffocating the 
inmates. No one likes to complain, 
but then a neighbourly feeling should not 
be all on one side, and officers who are paid 
to prevent annoyances of this kind might 
at least perform their duty, Probably in 
most instances a word of warning would 
be sufficient. At Hobart Town the Coun- 
cil has appointed a medical gentleman, 
Dr. E. 8. Hall, to supervise the sanitary 
condition of the city, an arrangement 
iaces appears to have worked satisfac-

Wuar ia the use of a Governor? Seem- 
ingly under what i» called “ Constitu- 
tional Government,” as just now inter- 
preted in Victoria, nothing at all, or 
worse than nothing, The name would 
imply something.

The word in all its modifications 
and uses has a rigid sound and signifi- 
cance about it, not abated by the fact that 
** Ministers " are often conjoined with ite 
various applicationa, and that among the 
functions of these is that of being privi- 
leged advisers, To advise does not imply 
control on the part of those who advise, 
nor implicitly to obey on the part of him 
who receivesadvice, — It is, however, ad- 
mitted that words undergo modification

in constitutional practice and in the art 
of governmeot have sprung from the 
novel situation, and others are likely to 
spring from it. If there be a complete 
Parallel in the situation of a colonial 
governor and that of the Sovereign of 
coursa English Precedents, wherever they 
can be found, will speak guthorit tively in 
corresponding casas. But we have our 
own doubta as to the identity of the 
betwoon s colonial governor and 
the Sovereign ; and still more whether, 
with the fluctuating character of colonial 
administrations, public opinion would 
soquiesos in the large discretion exerci 
by Ministries in England being entrusted 
to any of those mushroom combinations 
with which colonists are so familiar. Wa 
oe paces ne opinion survives all the 
changes which parliamentary government 
has introduced, that a governor is not an 
automaton ; and, moreover, that it is not 
expedient that he should beone. But is 
it quite the fact that the Sovereign ia the 
passive creature in the hands of Ministers 
which is habitually assumed by our perio- 
dicel writers] We think that the publi- 
— in vr years of the — ded 

'esmen o present reign, o 
the life of the late Prince cade must 
nhow that the Sovereign may legitimately 
and does habitually exercise a powerful 
influence on the course of affairs, and this 
without any offence to constitutional 
principles. It is not in accord with the 

enins of government in England for the 
ifferent members of its composite system 
to push their ‘‘ rights” to an extreme. 
No mixed form of Government could 
lat on such terms: compromise 
is the saving principle of the 
English constitution, Extremes are ita 
abhorence ; and in the practical adminis- 
tration of affairs by a rule of ‘ give and 
Lake," and by waiting for the maturo ex- 
pression of preponderant opinion, crises 
are safely weathered, revolutions are 
averted. Sometimes the counsels of for- 
bearance or delay emanate from ons 
souroe—sometimes from another ; but it 
is within the constitutional right of the 
Crown that they should occasionally 
emanate from it; and if so from the 
Crown, surely such a right may be exer- 
cised by a judicious governor of a colony. 
Especially fitting and dmissible is it 
that a governor should suspend his con- 
currence where the measures submitted 
to his approval have not been brought 
before the Legislature, which may not be 
in session. It i» to be assumed in any 
case thats governor would nob withhold 
his assent unless the occasion and sur- 
rounding circumstances were unusual in 
their character; nor would a Ministry 
that could rely on the support of Parlia- 
ment resist by a brief delay an appeal to 
its adjudication. To do so might involve 
immediate res ‘ion of office, an alter- 
native which inconvenient would at 
least be attended with far less danger to 
ublio interests than might ensue by the 
ty approval of any measures to which 
an Executive might insist upon giving 
instant effect. 

Bir George Bowen may be quite right 
in extending his utmost support to Minis- 
ters in fairly placing their measures 
before Parliament, and where they have 
received the approval of Parliament in 

iving practical effect to them ; but if he 
is right in conniving at their accomplish- 
ing revolutionary es in administra- 
tion coneealed from liament when 
recently in session, and rushed on when 
its authority is in abeyance,—then is con- 
atitutional government indeed a mistake. 
The virtues of a mixed form of govern- 
ment are distributed among its compo- 
nent parts, their kind varying and oor- 
responding with each, so na to meet the 
changing exigencies of society either on 
the side of liberty or authority. A 
governor we should expect to pursue the 
course of a mediator seeking to strike the 
balance between these principles, leanin g 
rather to that which seemed most to noe 
support at the time being; and we are 
therefore nt a loss to understand Bir 
George Bowen, We should have ex- 
E him to have interposed a claim for 

‘arliament to be heard before Mr Berry's 
revolutionary pro; should receive 
practical effect, he democracy of Vic- 
toria d »es not stand in need of a prop.

eara since, he sought rest 
and recovery by a sojourn in Europe. It 
is well for his reputation and popularity 
that he has been removed from politics 
while they have been descending by rapid 
strides to their present low ebb. And we 
imagine that his beat friends will not con- 
gratulate him, or hope much for the 
colony either, from his plunging again into 
them. is position was never that of an 
able man in any respect. A politician by 
accident, his ptability was wholly the 
result of indefinite popular qualitios— 
genuine and meritorious in kind, but cer- 
tainly not of s character that implied 
fitness to rule with advantage those ho 
waa placed over ; for he was not likely to 
follow the guidance of clearer heads than 
his own, but only too sure to trim his 
tails to auit the prevailing breeze wher- 
over it might carry him. 

And this estimate of Mr Francis, 
founded on his publio career up to the 
date of his Inst retirement from office, is 
not disturbed by any indications of a 

in him, the result of his leisure 
apent in Europe since. To some minds 
such a leisure, and under anch favorable 
circumstances for comparing what ha had 
- grin pe yer with what he ny a 
other ds of riper experience and cul- 
ture than Victoria, would have proved 
fertile in instruction. — Some will 
recall the change wrought 
W, c. Wentworth, of New 
South Wales, by a similar ordeal ; but 
the difference between the two men was 
great, and it represents the differance be- 
tween a cultivated politician of the school 
which twenty-five years ago in the mother 
colony contained & Lowe, a Windeyer, a 
Deas Thompson, and à Wentworth, and 
that which in thene times we behold in all 
the colonies aa the fruit of Parliamen 
institutions in this stage of their growth, 
and of which Mr Francis is not an un- 
favorable sample. Evon were the original 
material of our statesmen—that is, of our 
available stateamen—better than it is, 
and even were that better material taken 
advantage of in the ehoice of representa- 
tives, we suspect that the predominant 
dispositions fostered in colonial Parlia- 
ments by the conditions ol promotion 
there, would answer to the advice sug- 
gested by Lord Bacon for the politician 
chiefly studious of hia own advancement : 
—' Let him not trouble himself too 
laboriously to sound into any matter 
deeply, or to execute anything exactly ; 
but let him make himself cunning rather 
in the humors and drifta of persons than 
in the nature of business and affairs.” 

Bolding these views we cannot augur 
much from Mr Francis'a re-appearance on 
the political stage. He is not the man to 
stem the current he did so much to impel 
in ite present mischievous course, orsa it 
his è experience disposed him to 
do so ; and he b vvtaly not endowed 
with the ability to ‘ride the whirlwind 
and direct the storm.” More likely to 
acoommodate himself to the situation, 
ae part of a mediator and apolo- 
giat, the danger being lest he should pre- 
vent Mr Berry and his accomplices from 
destroying themselves with as much 
expedition as i» desirable.

‘Any cattle conveyed or driven from 
any part of Tasmania to Hobart Town, 
and not taken into any Slaughter House 
Yard attached thoreto at Hobart Town, 
as provided by the ' Contagious Diseases 
(Cattle) Act, 1861," shall be delivered 
only outside a radius of one chain from 
the Public Slaughter-house for the said 
city; and if any cattle are conveyed or 
driven within the said radius anch cattle 
shall be subject to the provisions of the 
fourth section of the said act ; and any 
person who conveys, or drives, or delivers 
any cattle "contrary to this provision shall 
upon conviction be liable to forfeit and 
pay a penalty of not less than Ten Pounds 
or more than Fifty Pounds,“
